The closencss of the batlot,
however,proved that the great migs of Lthe orople
were in favor of a revision of toe ol
franohise, which, howevor Hberal o might have
been in the daye of tae fdrsy Georges, 18 aecl
dedly too sntiquated for an advaned s,

All the vnprejudiced thinking men of Groal
Britain had come tothe conclusion thut some
cxtension was needed, and the only question was
in regard fo how many ol the lower cligses
should be admitted to the sacred rignt. Lord
Russkun proposed a wise and liberal system,
and one which, although it did not mect the
demands of justice, wis a8 near a perfect law ns
we could have expected. LIt was defeated by the
bolting of certain of his followers, and the
Deray Ministry came in on the direst isane ol
opposition to the popular reform measire,

The conscquences ol Qovernwent
which the people themsclve: despise
already become evident. " A series
commencinz, which, unless immoediately stapped
by some temporizing measure, wul endanger
the throne itself. A riot in England is
affalr of rare occurrence, and a much more
dangerous matier thuo o vior in our republic,
Here, all are intercsted in suppressing a dis-
tarbanoce and saving their property, Wealth i
so generally disteibured thay each §= tearfal ol
Iosing what little be has. Bat in Mnzlan |
the matter is diferent. The wedlth il lies in
the possession of the few, and sny destrueiion
which occurs docs not directly atfcee the
masses, except o siving them an opportunity to
plutder. It was to this uneven distribution of
wealth that the rapd spread of the French
Revolution must pe ascribed:; and it is on this
dapger that the chief hopes of the muses of
England lie,

The fear of their property will act as o lay
stronger argument in favor of wu liberal luw,
regulating franchise thun any wppeal to s
fice. And Lo this danger the property ol
Great Britain is to-day subicoted.  Tue eable
brings us informution of riots o London, und
will probably tell us of simitar onthrenks in other
cities of the kinguom, 1t is beeause ol theso
demonstrations thut we prophesy a speedy ters
mination of the Deroy Minisiey. The conntiy
has no confidence 1o the Admin'stration: and in
England, despite atl statements to the contrary,
everything must bow down to the popular sen:
timent, If the Loids resist, o suflicient nomber
ot new Peers are createa 1o turn the majority,
If the Commons do not follow the popular die-
tation, then reform mestings are held, and the
murterings of & storm wake all opposers soek
refuge in flicht, We therefore anticipate that,
before the month of September is jnrly oponed,
bher Majesty will find it pecessary to invite Lord
RussBLL to once more lorm a ministry.
